Indications are that Company 
L of this city will be called out for 
service'on or'about June 15. The 
•war department is planning to call 
out arid mobilize in training camps 
all national guard units by 
that 
date, if equipment can be provided. 
Every guard unit fit for federal 


service will' be concentrated in 
large units,'divisions wherever pos- 
sible, 
and 
brigade elsewhere. 
These units will be put to work at 
intensive drilling. 
National guard units which have 
not been recruited to war strength 
by the time mobilization order is 
ready will be filled, by selective en 
rollment, which the president as 
empowered to invoke for this pur. 
pose. This will mean that besides 
the first increment of 500,000 for 
the new army, there will be drawn 
from the 10,000,000 men 
between 
21 and 30 inclusive, who will reg- 
ister, an indefinite number of men 
to serve in branches of the service 
already organized. This may mean 
700,000 to 800,000 instead of 500,000 
men at once.

troops were to b« welded into the 
army and drilled for the service 
long before the selectively enrolled 
fores of 500,000 men is ready for 
training. The war department plan 
is to draw from the regulars and 
the guard the force of officers 
to 
train the new army.

ing line in Europe will be made up 
in part of guardsmen who made a 
good record on the'Mexican border. 
The announcement from the na- 
tional capital that the regiments of 
artillery will be organized at Spar, 
ta has no bearing on the recruit. 
ing work being carried on under 
the direction of the adjutant gen- 
eral's department.

Those who are troubled by bedbugs 


will find practical Information a* to 
how to Oeal"effectively with these pests 
In Farmers' Bulletin 734. "Bedbugs." 
recently published by the department. 
la this bulletin C. L. Marlatt of the 
bureau of entomology makes clear the 
habits of these Insects which have a 
bearing on their eradication, and BUS 
Bests a oumbtr of simple household 
measures, as well as more 
inetbrjdi, of getting rid of them. The 
author calls attention especially to 
the fact that tLesj Insects will migrate 
fr'on an unoctjipled to an Inhabited 
hous« and r>>ints out that the fact that 
they ordinarily hide In the daytime 
tujVes It necessary to apply the Insec- 
ticides In cracks tn walls and floor and 
crevices under wall paper, where the 
Insects ordinarily are concealed and laj 
their eg?s. 
Information as to the 


ability of bedbugs to withstand cold 
and to go without food^for long peri- 
ods should be especially useful to those 
Intending to move Into houses long un- 
tenanted. 


Of the simpler remedies the ento- 


mologist says that benzine, kerosene, 
or other lighter petroleum oils Intro- 
duced Into crevices by means of 
brush or syringe are perhaps the most 
efficient. The bulletin also gives di- 
rections for fumigation with sulphur or 
other chemicals, which will be foum 
economical _and effective In cases o 
general Infestation.

useful In allaying Irritation. Tinctnr 
of iodine. In Its ordinary or doub!

HIS MAJESTY,THE BROOK TROUT. 


My Dear Buck: 


Without a doubt, oldtlnier, I feel 


llxo tacking the- blue- ribbon on the 
brook trout for being the wisest, 
liveliest and gainest ot the fresa-wsier 
fish. For downright nerve and fight, 
he Is In a class by himself and he 
carries more tricks In his tall than 
any other fish. He Is truly an Ameri- 
can and of a sturdy typo that can 
forage a living: In any stream or 
spring-fed lake- that ts coot 
Al- 


though he does not grow as large as 
his cousin, the rainbow trout frora 
tha West, or his foreign relative, the 
brown, or German trout, for his small 
size and weight h» puts up the keenest 
fight of the trout family. 


The trout Is a trim-built fish with 


graceful lines snd^hls constant battle 
with (wift currents makes him a 
strong, husky youngster. As a gen- 
eral thing he- Is found In the- small 
flowing streams where the water is 
cool and fresh, while the rainbow and 
brown trout can thrive in warmer and 
deeper streams a* well as lakes. As a 
rule I h»ve found the rainbow and 
brown trout In the roily water* below 
falls, in the swift rapidi, and the brook 
trout In the Quieter pools, especially 
those with grassy beds. 
The trout 


Is a rapacious feeder, and takes his 
food from the surface. In mldwater 
and at the bottom;-he Is, however, 
mostly a surface feeder and dotes on 
files, grasshoppers, insects, • worms, 
small minnows and even, small frogs. 


Trout Hat Keen Sight. 


Undoubtedly he has the keenest 


sight of any fish, and he evidently 
watches his prey before it strikes the 
water, as he will close his Jaws on a 
fly the- instant It hits the water, often 
leaping up and catching it on the. 
wing. It's a pretty good guess that he 
watches the files or insects as they 
fiy over the water and this same- sight 
makes it necessary for the rod wield- 
er to match his wits against those ot 
Mr. B. Trout. 


Trout are canght with artificial files, 


grasshoppers, worms, minnows, crick- 
ets, grubs and almost any small in- 
sects that are found along streams, 
also with very small spoons. 
When 


fishing with a fly it should be kept In 
motion, imitating as near as possible 
the movements 'of a fly that has 
dropped on the surface and Is strug- 
gling to rise again. This can be ac- 
complished by a Blight broken twitch- 
ing of the- wrist When aVout takes 
the fly, strike quickly." but not with 
a heavy Jerk, only a slight move of 
tha wrist Is necessary. IB taking a 
fly ho snaps his Jawi together over 
the fly, but is quick to throw out the 
artificial feathery substitute for a

more so than fcr the gamfcr fish In the 
usual fish haunts of the North woods. 
As a rule the pickerel found In local 
•waters does cot grow to excess size, 
say an average of two or three pounds. 
Some are larger, of course, but not the 
general run. 


Where the Pickerel Hangs Out 
The pickerel from the running 


streams, like all other fish, puts up 
the best fight, while those from the 
warmer, waters of the lakes and slug- 
giah streams are dull tr,H slow fight- 
ers. The pickerel It found In nearly 
all rivers and lakes or ponds, his pref- 
erence being for shallow, grassy lakes. 
His main hunting grounds are along 
th« edge of lily and weed beds and on 
the outskirts of the grassy growth
